THE  LATE  HOODS. 

Nr.w  Brunswick,  N.  J Nov.  15. 

The  late  florin  of  wind  and  rain  has  ra- 
ged with  more  violence1  from  Friday  night 
•_o  Mond/v  morning  than  has  been  expeii 
encrd  by  the  oldeft  mliahitant  ot  th*spl*ce, 
id  its  r tfects  beyond  all  expectation. 

On  Saturday  all  the  wharves  in  the  city, 
were  under  water,  and  on  Sunday  pari  ot 
the  lower  llreet.  bnt  on  Monday  morning, 
li  a siene  was  exhibited  as  was  never 
luffed  — every  pact  id  lluruet  ftrrct, 
the  greater  part  of  Peace  Itreet,  and  the 
lower  part  of  the  ftrtets  leading  to  the  ri- 
ver were  completely  d inged  every  Cel- 
lar was  filled,  and  tiie  fir  It  floors  ot  tiie 
dwelling  hou  rs  and  (lores  covered  with 
water,  some  as  deep  as  from  a to  5 lset 
tbf  srrne  was  awful  and  diflreffi-  g aim 
the  danjape  sullaiind  is  great  Vail  quan- 
tiles of  salt  have  been  dtffinycd,  and  eve- 
ry species  of  merchandize  and  property 
niueh  injured. 

The  water  on  Monday  morning  was  30 
inches  higher  t*lia:i  at  any  time  in  the  me- 
mory ot  man,  excepting  111  the  winter  of 
17*3,  when  by  the  (topping  of  .ce,  it  rose 
to  within  18  inches.  We  are  not  prepa- 
red to  give  a correct  account  of  '.lie  dama- 
ges suftained.  Higher  up  the  river,  from 
what  is  related,  the  deflruction  a d injury 
lias  been  greater  thin  ever  known  ; some 
dwellings  have  been  demolill.ed  and  Car- 
ried away,  brid  es,  flocks  ,0*  lii-'ep  and 
cattle,  irany  fields  of  corn  have  been 
swept  off — and  the  water  at  Boundbrook, 
is  said  to  have  been  five  feet  higher  than 
it  had  been  known— the  salt  meadows 
down  the  river,  we  are  told,  are  complete- 
ly swept  of  hay 

Cha.mbersburch,  Nov.  13. — The 
rain  which  fell  on  Friday  and  Saturday 
hit.  raised  the  creeks  .n  this  county  as 
high  as  the  oldeft  inhabitants  recollect  to 
have  ever  seen  them.  We  are  informed 
hat  the  bridges  on  Weft  Conococlieague, 
t Bnckwalter's  mill,  at  beam’s  mill  and  at 
London  town,  are  ail  swept  off,  and  a 
great  deal  of  damage  done  to  private  p o- 
perty  siiuatc  on  that  water.  We  also 
1.  . rn  that  the  bridge  on  Eaft  Cntloco- 
h.  . gue,  near  Green  Ladle,  has  been  car- 
rn  d away.  It  is  to  oe  feared,  that  near 


aed  him  to  retire  ngainftowards  tlmDoni'O 
I untie  rat  an  (I  that  the  .enemy’seommuniev 
tiun  with  Almeida  is  completely  cut  off, 
mid  he  possesses  only  the  ground  on  which 
his  army  stands.  My  dispatches  of  the  —3th 
inst.  will  have  informed  you  of  the  mea- 
sures I have  adopted,  and  which  were  in 
progress  to  collect  the  army  in  this  neigh- 
borhood, and  if  possible  to  prevent  tl.e  en- 
emy from  obtaining  possession  ot  this  town. 
On  the  2 fit  the  enemy’*  advanced  guard 
pushed  on  to  St.  Cambadao.  at  the  junc- 
tion of  the  rivers  Dviz  and  Dao;  and  brig 
adier  gen.  Pack  retired  acr*.ss  tiie  - forniei 
and  joined  brig.  gen.  Crawford  at  Marta 
goi,  having  destroyed  the  bridges  over 
these  two  river*.  The  enemy’s  advanced 
guard  crossed  theCriz,  hating  repaired 
the  bridge,  on  the  C3d,  and  the  whole  of 
the  6th  corps  was  collected  on  the  other 
side  of  the  river;  and  1 therefore  withdrew 
the  cavalry  through  Sierra  de  lfiisaco,  witli 
the  exception  of  three  squadrons,  as  tiie 
ground  was  untavorable  tor  the  operations 
i . mi 

On  the  25th  the  whole  of  the  6th  anu  the 
2d  corps  crossed  the  Criz,  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  St.  Cambadao;  and  brigadier 
general  Pack’s  brigade  retired  to  the  po 
sition  which  I fixed  upon  for  the  army  on 
the  top  cf  Sierra  de  Busuco.  These  troops 
were  followed  in  the  movement  by  the 
whole  of  the  corps  of  Key  and  Regnier, 
(the  6th  and  2d)  but  it  wa*  conducted  by 
brig.  gen.  Crawford,  with  gFe.it  regularity, 
,nd  the  troops  took  their  position  without 
sustaining  any  loss  of  importance.  The 
4th  Portuguese  Cacadores  which  had  reti 
red  on  the  right  of  the  other  troops,  and 
the  piquets  of  the  3d  division  ot  infantry, 
which  were  posted  it  St.  Antonio  de  Can 
taro,  untltr  major  Smith,  of  the  45th,  were 
engaged  with  the  advance  of  Regnier’s 
corps  in  the  afternoon,  and  the  former 
shlf  wed  that  steadiness  and  gallantry  which 
ether  of  the  Portuguese  troops  have  since 
iiDr.fesied.  The  Sierra  Bosace  is  a very 
high  ridge  which  extends  from  the  Monde 
. Tin  a northern  direction  about  8 miles.— 
\t  the  highest  point  of  ths  ridge,  about  2 
miles,  man  Us  termination,  is  the  convent 
.1.  ,i  garden  of  Bustled.  I he  Sierra  of  Bo 
saro  is  connected  by  a mountainous  tract  of 
count rv  with  the  Sierra  de  Caramula, 
which  extends  in  a northeasterly  direction 
beyond  \ zeu,  and  separates  the  valley  c" 
the  Montlego,  from  the  valley  of  the  Do 
roa. 

On  the  left  of  the  Mondego,  nearly  in  a 
line  with  the.  Sierra  de  Busaco  is  another 
ridge  of  the  same  description,  win  (ft 
called  the  Sierra  de  Murcella,  covered  by 
the  river  Alva,  and  connected  by  other 
mountainous  tracts  with  the  Sierra  de  Es- 
trella. All  the  roads  to  Coimbra  from  the 
eastward,  lead  over  one  or  other  of  these 
Sierras.— They  are  very  difficult  for  the 
passage  of  an  army,  the  approach  to  the 
top  of  the  ridge  on  both  sides  being  moon 
tainous.

From  the  Freeman’ « Journal  of  Oct.  SO. 

Tbs  MUMnts  or  miss  eeeies — On 
the  night  of  Wednesday,  August  is, 
1792,  a murder,  attended  with  peculiar 
letf  ’\5lWMVPes  of  r.ttrocity,  was  commit- 
r.ecves,  of  this  city,  aged  iV.  Tfrc 
sympathy  which  prevailed  throughout 
the  city  for  the  fate  of  this  unfortunate 
girl,  ia  still  lresli  in  the  recollection  of 
many  of  the  citizens.  Gov.  Mifilin  is- 
sued a Proclamation  offering  a reward 
of  BOO  dollars  for  the  discovery  of  the 
murderers,  but  without  effect.  Eigh- 
teen years  had  rolled  away,  without  be- 
ing able  to  discover  the  perpetrators, 
the  whole  circumstances  werci'ast  con- 
signing to  oblivion,  and  justice  was  ap- 
parently slumbering  till  the  Last  Day, 
■when  on  a sudden  light  shines  forth  on 
this  deed  of  darkness,  and  a clue  is  giv-j 
cn  whv.tfby  to  trace  it. 

Last  Saturday  Charles  Breece , late  a’ 
Constable  in  this  city,  was  committed  lo 
jail,  after  a hearing  before  the  Mayor, 
charged  with  strong  suspicion  of  the 
aforesaid  Murder,  on  the  confession  of 
his  step-mother,  then  at  the  point  of 
death  The  statement  she  is  said  to 
have  made  on  oath  is  to  the  following 
import:  That  on  the  night  on  which 
Elizabeth  Reeves  was  murdered,  the  ac- 
cused came  to  his  father’s  house  with 
his  clothes  covered  with  blood,  took  off, 
his  shirt,  threw  it  into  a wash  tub,  and 
washed  the  blood  off  it — That  he  was 
for  some  time  afterwards  very  restless 
in  his  sleep,  and  would  often  make 
frightful  exclamations — In  the  dead  of 
the  night,  soonaflei  the  murder  of  Miss 
Reeves,  she,  the  step  mother,  hecrel  him 
groan,  and  went  up  into  his  room  and 
asked  him  what  was  the  matter,  and  he" 
answ  ered,  that  a young  woman  had  just 
been  in  the  room  with  a lighted  candle 
in  her  hand*  that  he  had  his  face  towards 
her  when  she  first  entered  the  room, 
but  he  turned  his  back  to  l.cr  as  soon  as 
he  saw  her.  These  and  some  other  oc- 
currences, had  induced  her  to  suspect 
the  accused  of  the  murder,  ami  she 
could  not  die  iu  peace  without  divul- 
ging  what  she  knew  respecting  it.  The 
accused  asserts  his  inr.ocpnse,  and  sayt 
that  he  can  prove  that  he  was  in  the 
state  of  Virginia  at  the  time  hits; 
Reeves  was  murdered.  He  afterward* 
admitted  that  he  was  at  home  at  tin 
time,  and  lead  the  governor’s  proclama- 
tion offering  a reward  for  the  murderer, 
and  he  did  not  go  to  Virginia  until  tin 
year  after.  Another1  man,  who  war 


with  the  accused  at  his  father's  cn  tlic 
night  of  the  murder,  and  who  does  not 
now  live  in  this  state,  has  likewise  been 
accused,  by  the  same  woman,  of  being 
concerned  with  him  iu  tire  murder,  and 
we  understand  that  a stock  buckle, 
which  was  found  in  the  hand  of  the 
corpse,  is  marked  with  the  initials  •! 
that  man’s  name. 

The  following  circumstantial  account 
of  the  Murder  is  copied  from  Dunlap’s 
American  Daily  Advertiser, and  cannot 
fail  to  be  interesting  at  this  moment. 
1’he  almost  prophetical  remark  of  capt 
Dunlap,  that  the  time  would  come  when 
he  perpetrator  of  this  foul  murder,  a! 
Lliough  he  should  “ take  refuge  in  the 
hollow*  of  the  mountains  or  in  the  bot- 
tom of  the  deep  abyss,  he  must  and 
will  be  vomited  up  again  to  appease  the 
justice  of  the  virtuous  living," — will 
strike  the  reader  as  singularly  emphati 
cal. 

From  Dunlap’s  American  Daily  Adverti- 
ser, Saturday , Aug.  i»,  *???. 

Thursday  morning  the  corpse  of  a 
young  woman  was  found  iVrqtsc  of  the 
docks  near  Kensington  : an  inquest  sat 
upon  the  body,  but  we  have  not  yet 
learnt  their  verdict.  Report  is,  that 
they  brought  in — Wilful  murder  persons 
unknown  ; Of  this,  however,  we  shal 
soon  be  able  to  lay  the  particulars  be 
fore  our  readers.  In  -lie  mean  while 
we  cannot  refrain  from  commtwicaling 
such  intelligence  as  has  come  within 
the  range  of  out  inquiry.  Her  name 
is  Elizabeth  Reeves,  about  17  years  of 
age — handsome — apprentice  to  a man- 
tua  maker,  and  courted  by  a young 
tradesman  of  the  vicinity,  to  whom  it 
was  reported  she  was  shortly  to  be  es 
poused. 

In  the  afternoon  of  Wednesday,  after 
her  work  was  done,  slic  had  requested 
leave  of  her  mistress  to  take  a walk  to 
market  to  purchase  some  fruit  ; — for 
which  purpose  she  had  obtained  liberty, 
and  a small  sum  of  money  from  hei 
mistress; — who  saw  no  more  of  hei 
until  yesterday  ; when,  as  it  has  been 
traced,  a boy,  being  on  the  fatal  wliurl 
at  a very  early  hour,  observed  a-  man 
heaving  stones  on  something,  which 
the  boy  soon  discovered  to  be  the  deal, 
body  of  a man  or  woman,  he  could  noi 
tell  which  ; that  the  instant  the  met, 
saw  the  boy,  he  leapedinto  zbattcau,  and 
pushed  off  a few  yards  to  a shallop,  that 
lay  convenient,  to  which  he  made  fas: 
the  baUcau,  Mid  their  boarding  the  shal- 
lop, the  latter  put  off  with  the  tide  down 
the  river,  which  was  favourable  to  the 
design  at  this  moment. 

The  body  of  a female  with  gold  ear- 
rings, and  some  other  marks  of  respect- 
ability, soon  attracted  the  notice  of  the 
citizens  and  the  noise  reaching  the  ears 
of  her  mistress  and  an  unde,  (for  the 
unfortunate  girl  was  an  orphan)  bet 
person  was  soon  ascertained.  A comb 
which  she  wore  in  her  hair  was  found 
at  sotne  paces  distant,  lying  in  contact 
with  a man’s  black  cravat,  which  has 
been  supposed  to  belong  to ! Hu- 

manity forbids  one  proceeding  in  this 
horrid  recital, — except  to  mention,  that 
some  officers  belonging  to  the  custom- 
house sent  off  a boat,  as  did  several  oth- 
er^ after  the  shallop  before  mentioned. 
i nve slijfa t e<a9At J!n  ucli?e  Pan  t0 
tors  of  this  infernal  deed — professional 
persons  of  both  sexes’ were  brought  tc 
examine  the  body,  and  it  was  the  opin- 
ion of  the  women  that  the  unhappy  girl 

hail  been murdered  1 from 

the  marks  of  violence  on  her  face  and 
other  parts. 

Surely  the  earth  and  sea  combined 
could  not  hide  a villain  of  so  deep  a die 
as  he  who  could  have  committed  a crime 
like  this — let  him  take  refuge  in  the 
hollows  of  the  mountains,  or  in  the  bot- 
tom of  the  deep  abyss, — he  must  and 
will  be  vomited  up  again  to  appease 
the  justice  of  the  virtuous  living.
